In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional con-espondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attomey or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below conceming the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what^was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative presented a proposed list of alternative 
new claims and the Examiner indicated that he would have to consult with his SPE and an RQAS for guidance 
concerning the issues of new matter, claim language incorporating 112, 6th paragraph language comprising means- 
plus-function language in relation to the In re Fisher decision, and to review the outstanding 103 rejection in relation to 
the significance of the unexpected results. Applicant's represtative indicated that an RCE would be filed so that all of 
the proposed claims could be considered. It was also noted that the published application was missing some content 
from the originally filed PTC application . 
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
